The ambitious young 
Australian born players 
must be sick in the 
stomach when they think 
of their own prospects 
as internationals. 

Here we are, in the 
11th hour, trying to pull 
strings to have some 
players naturalised and 
our “talented young- 
sters” as they are so 
often refereed to, sit on 
the sidelines. 

It's high time that the 
ASF made a decision for 
once and for all: only 
Australian citizens can 
play for Australia, not 
just in the World Gup but 
even in friendly matches. 

Those who are 
ineligible because of 
their short stay here or 
because they couldn’t be 
bothered to take out 
citizenship Papers 
should never be con- 
sidered again for the 
national team.

community so that they 
aren't just an Italian or a 
Yugoslav club, but a club 
for everyone who lives 
near the team’s home 
ground,” he said, * 

“I think it would be a 
good idea to adopt 
‘something similar for the 
State League. 

“Any form of 
promotion is good, 

“We need to get the 
people aware of the 
clubs and perhaps. it 
would be a start,” he 
said. 

“Last year we thought 
of something in relation 
to nicknames _—for 
Bankstown, but we 
have't really thought 
much about it since. 

“It is probably 
something we should 
look at again though,” 
Jim added. 


CROATIA - 


“I can’t really see why 
the whole fuss about the 


nicknames has 
developed,” said 
Croatia's president Tony 
Topic. 

“They don’t really 


have much relevance,” 
he added. “In fact, some 
of them are quite silly. 

“They don't have any 
meaning and the fans 
certainly won't be too 
happy with them,” he 
said. 

Tony said he didn't 
think there was much 


point introducing 
nicknames, or forcing 
them on the State 


League clubs. 
“It is up to the fans. If 
they feel more affection 
for the club name, they 
will keep it. 

“It is usually only 
when the name isn’t easy 
to chant that people 
come up with a 
nickname,” Tony said.

“We think it is better 
to concentrate on the 
players ‘han the 
cosmetics of the image,” 
he said. 


MONARO 


Inter Monaro’s 
secretary Tony Reale 
said he felt the 
nicknames were a good 
idea, if they could be in- 
corporated into the 
existing club name. 

“I'm not in favor of 
changing the names 
totally,” he said. 

“| think there must be 
a link with the history of 
the club, 

“A nickname, which 
can brighten up the 
image of the club and 
give it a focal point with 
emblems and so on is a 
good idea. 

“But you have to 
remember that the clubs 
— ora fair percentage of 
them — have some 
history, whether it is ten 
years, or in Parramatta's 
case, 100 years. 

“think the concept 
could be successfully 
worked into the state 
league. 

“There are several 
clubs that already have 
nicknames: The Saints, 
The Eagles, The Sharks, 
The Berries and it helps 
both supporters and 
reporters to describe the 
teams,” he said. 


PARRAMATTA 


“| don’t think it detrac- 
ts from the image of a 
club to have a fancy 


nickname,” said 
Parramatta’s Bob 
Chisholm. 

“But | think the 


nickname should be the 
property of the suppor- 
ters. 

“It is really a matter 
for them to decide. 

“Just like the new PSL 
nicknames. 

“The PSL can call the 
clubs what they like, but 
if the fans don’t accept 
it, then that’s the end of 
the nickname," Bob said. 

“But to use the names 
all the time as they are 
doing at present, even in 
official publications is 
an overkill, even allowing 
for the fact that they 
want to introduce the 
names and get everyone 
to know what they are,” 
Bob added. 


AUBURN 


“4 can't really see that 
the issue of nicknames 
should be given so much 
prominence,” an Auburn 
spokesman said. 

“A team either has one 
orit hasn't. 

“It is a matter for the 
people involved with 
each club. 

“Whether they call the 
team by its official name 
or by a nickname is im- 
material. 

“Perhaps it could help 
in advertising and 
promotion, but that

depends on how you 
want to promote the 
game,” he said. 

“It would be an idea if 
each club could have a 
nickname — like the 
rugby league teams all 
have symbols. 

“But | don’t think they 
should be thrust on each 
club without even asking 
them what they think, 

“The episode where

illustrates how 
meaningless some of the 
names are. 

“! think it should be 
partly up to the clubs to 
decide what they want to 
be called — if the State 
League wants to adopt a 


"similar policy,” he said. 


RIVERWOOD 


“| don’t disagree with 
the idea of giving clubs 
nicknames,” said River- 
wood secretary Eric 
Smith. - 

“In the jong run it 
could turn out to be of 
some advantage. 

“It will naturally take 
the supporters a while to 
fully adopt the names,” 
he said, 

“| wouldn't mind a 
similar sort of campaign 
in the State League,” 
Eric added. 

“In fact, our club is at 
present about to start a 


_campaign of its own to 


find a nickname which 
will help us associate 
with the Riverwood area. 

“That's probably the 
only area where | see the 
PSL nicknames falling 
down: they don't really 
relate to the city or area 
where the teams hail 
from," he said. 

Eric added, however, 
that he felt the PSL had 
gone off on the wrong 
tack in the promotion 
campaign. 

“Instead of pushing 
the names of clubs they 
should be pushing the 
names of players. 

“We don’t make 
enough stars for our- 
selves, 

“We need characters 
with whom the 
youngsters can identity 
and who can also be 
made to appeal to the 
older supporters,” Eric 
said. 


MELITA 


“The idea of selling 
soccer is a good one and 
\'m all for it,” Melita’s 
president Emmanuel 
Said commented. 

“But the nickname 
concept is not my kettle 
of fish. 

“| think the idea 
shows the PSL is trying 
to market the game, but 
they should realise that 
the fans who are already 
with the club should 
have a say in anickname. 

“| wonder what the 
Greek fans of South 
Melbourne think of the 
‘Gunners’. 

“1 bet a fair proportion 
wouldn't understand 
what it means in relation 
to South Melbourne,” 
Emmanuel said. 

Emmanuel said he was 
far more in favour of get- 
ting clubs to adopt 
district identities rather 
than cartoon characters. 

“lam convinced that 
Melita will eventually 
drop the Melita part of 
our name. 

“We'll become Everley 
Eagles or something 
similar. 


STATE LEAGUE 
REPORT 


“We still will retain 
that link with the past — 
with the Eagles title — 
but the club will have to 
blend in more with the 
surrounding com: 
munity,” he said. 

“We have second and 
third generation Maltese 
people — Australians — 
to whom Melita as a 
name means little. And 
We must see our crowd 
grow. 

“We have a good side 
that should be adopted 
by more people than just 


the Maltese com- 
munity,” Emmanuel 
said 

“No, | don't think 


having fancy names will 
draw crowds through the 
gates. 

“Neither do 1 think 
that when we change our 
name there will be hun- 
dreds of Australians of 
all backgrounds flocking 
to watch us. 

“It will be a long term 
Project, but an essential 
‘one if we are to survive 
and grow,” Emmanuel 
said. 


SUTHERLAND 


“It looks like a good 
idea,” said Sutherland's 
secretary Laurie Haynes. 

“But I'm not wrapped 
up in some of the names 


they've given _ the 
teams,” he said. 

“| feel they should 
have looked far more 


closely into the locality 
of each club, its past 
history, and so on, and 
dreamt up a name from 
that. 

“Instead, they've 
given some — teams 
nicknames that have ab- 
solutely no meaning. 

“Why are South 
Melbourne the Gunners? 
What relevance has the 
Raiders got to 
Newcastle?” 

He said, however, that 
he felt the names would 
eventually be adopted by 
a fair portion of the sup- 
porters of the clubs. 

“A nickname can be 
quite a useful thing for 
promotion and if 
managed properly could 


be of benefit to the 
clubs,” he added. 
As for the State 


League, Laurie said he 
felt it was really up to the 
clubs. 

“Sutherland has 
always been called the 
Sharks. 

“Itis a name that every 


sporting body in the 
Sutherland area has 
adopted,” he said. 

“People think — the 
rugby league team 


thought it up, but ac- 
ally it was first used by 
ie local swimming club. 

“Since then, nearly 
every sporting body 
representing Sutherland 
has used the shark as a 
symbol. 

“It is really a matter 
for the clubs — if they 
feel there is no suitable 
nickname, or they don’t 
want one, then there 
shouldn't be a name for- 
ced on them.” 


NTH.SYDNEY 


North Sydney's 
secretary Archie Blue 
was blunt when asked 
for his opinion of the 
nicknames. 


“Stupid,” he — said. 
“Some of the names 
have absolutely no 


meaning or relevance to 
the clubs. 


“The idea behind a 
nickname supposedly is 
that it helps people iden- 
tify with aclub. 

“I'd prefer for them to 
have the ethnic names 
than some of _ the 
nicknames they've for- 
ced on the clubs. 

“At least then the fans 
would feel it is their club: 
they have some link with 
the club," Archie said. 

Like Kaz Kulak, Archie 
said names were just a 
facade. 

“There is still a very 
large portion in some of 
the ethnic clubs that 
have changed _ their 
names that still refer to 
the club by the old 
name," he said. 

“The new names are 
just another gimmick to 
try and get people 
through the gates. 

“But you need more 
than names,” Archie 
said. 

“Soccer is still cen- 
tred around the ethnic 
communities: be they 
Italian, Yugoslav, Scot- 
tish or English, 
Hungarian or Jewish. 

“If they wantto attract 
people they should first 
look at the thing which 
soccer is all about: the 


playing standard. 
“Calling a team 
‘Celtic’ wouldn't draw 


one single extra Scot out 
to the game unless the 
standard could be 
raised. 

“| don't think it is a 
very important thing that. 
the State League should 
consider. 

“There are many more 
areas we could look at,” 
Archie said. 


Avala's Kaz Kulak was 
perhaps the most out- 
spoken of the critics of 
the new nicknames. 

“I've been in Australia 
14 years and although a 
lot of people will be of- 
fended, to me it seems 
that the bulk of the 
Australian population 
isn't interested in soc- 
cer. 

“It doesn’t matter 
what name is given to 
the club, whether it's a 
district name or a fancy 
‘one, if the soccer is poor 
then the crowds won't 
go. 
“Changing the names 


is immaterial. 

“Clubs like Sydney 
City still have essentially 
the same supporters 
they had five and ten 
years ago. 

“In private conver- 


sation do you think the 
supporters call the team 
the Slickers? Or even 
Sydney City? No. They 
Still call it Hakoah. 

“It is a name that has 
stuck. it is the history of 
the team. They were 
there in the days of 
Hakoah and to them the 
team will never change. 
So what's the point of 
changing the name if it 
doesn't bring in new 
fans?- 

“! don't think there 
really is much point in 
changing or adding 
anything to the club’s 
name. 

“There is only one 
thing that will bring the 
fans: aood soccer. 
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By Paul James 


“Gimmicks won't suc- 
ceed, only serve to 
satisty officials’ beliefs 
that they are doing 
something positive,” Kaz 
added. 


"MANLY 


Manly’s PR man Ron 
Beatty said he was not 
keen on the idea of for- 
cing a nickname on a 
club, 

“After all, by the very 
nature of a nickname, it 
develops through the 
people who are involved 
with the club and who 
love it. 

“It is a term of en- 
dearment which means a 
lot to the people of that 
club. 

“They should be the 
‘ones who give a club a 
nickname, not some ad- 
vertising agency," he 
said. 

“| can't really see any 
value in forcing each 
club get a nickname,” 
Ron added. 

“It's up to the suppor- 
ters. If they want to call 
their club something, 
that’s fine. 

“But | think you'd find 
a lot of people just 
haven't thought of it. 

“We are called the 
Seasiders, and it has 
been a term we've accep- 
ted for years, both from 
the press and our fans.”” 

He said he felt Manly’s 
nickname was a logical 
one, but he failed to see 
the logic behind some of 
the PSL names that have 
been given to the clubs. 

“We always seem to 
be looking to the 
Americans for ideas, but 
we don't really go all the 
way when we do adopt 
one of their gimmicks. 

“The Americans have 
given the clubs names 
that apply to the city 
they hail from: you get 


the Washington 
Diplomats, the Los 
Angeles Aztecs, San 


Jose Earthquakes and so 


on. 

“The name means 
something because of 
the locality.” 


POLONIA 


Polonia _secretary 
John Kaniszewski said 
he felt the nickname idea 
was a good one. 

“But | think the PSL 
should have paid more 
attention to giving the 
clubs names that meant 
something in relation to 
their home area or their 
history. 

"The English clubs 
each have a nickname, 
but it isn’t a name that is 
overused. 

“It's something that 
has developed through 
the terraces. 

“That's where the PSL 
names fall down: they 
don't come from» the 
supporters.” 

John said he felt a 
similar campaign might 
be useful in the State 
League. 

“l can’See that the PSL 
is trying to build up an 
association between the 
supporters and the team, 
by giving the teams cat- 


chy names. 
“It's not something 
we've really thought 


about all that much, but | 
think it is something we 
could all look at. 
“However, as | said 
before, the name should 
really come from 
fans," he said. 
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CANTERBURY 


Canterbury's Lionel 
Brown said he was not 
impressed with the new 
nicknames of the various 
PSL clubs. 

“Most of the clubs 
have a history that stret-

innumerable courses have been held, cer- 
tificates handed out, badges issued. 

And not one Aussie PSL coach... 

There are courses — and courses. In Germany, 
Austria, Spain, Hungary etc., it takes about two 
years on a part-time basis to get a “B” license for 
coaching. 

In Australia it's done in a few weeks. 

Maybe those in Europe are slow learners... 

Or maybe our courses are not worth the time, 
effort — and money. 

This is an area that the ASF should look into, 
not peripherial, cosmetic issues such as club 
names. 

Unless we take this matter seriously and set 
much higher requirements for our coaches, our 
playing standards will stagnate. 

We can call the teams City, United, Rams, 
Lions, Okapis or Gnus — it doesn't matter. 

We can wrap it in the most tantalising 
marketing parcel — it won't make any difference. 
. A poor product remains @ poor product regar- 

dless of the packaging and wrapping. 

And without top coaching through the various 
levels, starting with the youngest, we are merely 
kidding ourselves. 

We do have in our midst men who could at least 
establish, on behalf of the ASF, the perimeters of 
thorough coaching and even management cour- 
ses, 

Frank Arok, Rudi Gutendorf, Tommy Docherty 
and perhaps one or two more should be com- 
missioned to lean on their know-how and ex- 
perience and set down in detail how these matters 
are handled in developed soccer countries. 

Not the way we doit, for sure.

it Is the dawning of a 
new season and there is 
everywhere an air of ex- 
pectancy except in an 
empty stadium that today 
stands as a monument to 
a trend of thought that is 
all too prevalent in 
Australian sport. 

Perry Park was hailed 
only eleven short years 
ago as the great leap 
forward for Queensland 
soccer, the executive of 
the time boasting openly 
that it was the only 
“headquarters” in 
Australia and it put 
Queensland soccer so 
far ahead of the “rest” 
that “they” would never 
catch up and it was only 
a matter of time before 
our soccer would do the 
same. 

Today, the ground has 
no prospects of use 
during the year and 
behind that fact lies a 
story of tragic mis- 
management for the last 
10 years. 

Why is Perry Park a 
monument, = an — em- 
barrassment to everyone 
connected with the 
game in Brisbane? 

What, if anything, can 
be done to resurrect this 
stadium which has very 
good facilities by 
Australian standards but 
which is little better than 
a public park by world 
standards? 

The first thing that 
went wrong at Perry Park 
was when the people 
who created the place 
forgot the basic prin-~ 
ciple of making sure 
there was a user for their 
product. 

At the time of incep- 
tion there were’ clubs 
around who were only too. 
pleased to use the 
ground every week and 
pay a small rental. 

However, even in 
those early days it was 
obvious that the major 
clubs in Brisbane were 
not among these and in 
fact these same iden- 
tities were actively in- 
volved in improving their 
own facilities. 

Brisbane City, Lions, 
and Grange Thistle, to

Ihave been involved in 
Soccer as a player and 
more recently as a coach 
in both England and — 
Australia for the past 45 — 
years, 

During my coaching of 
Junior and Youth League 
sides | have observed 
and | am disgusted at the 
attitude of some of our 
Australian clubs in the — 
way they exploit both the 
players and the other 
Junior clubs, whose sole 
aim is to promote junior 
soccer in their district 
with the object of im- 
proving the standard of 
play and ensuring that 
the kids have a healthy, 
enjoyable pastime. 

My main complaint is 
against these clubs 
which have neither in- 
terest or inclination t 
run junior teams under 6 
tounder 16, 

They appear to adopt — 
the attitude that junior 
sides are just an expen: 
sive nuisance to them. 

Nonetheless, in order 
to improve their senior * 
side they decide to enter. 
the Youth League Com- 
petition (under 14 to un- 
der 16). 

As they have no’ aes 
sides (e.g. under 13) they 
have to procure (| use the 
term ioosely) 16 players 
from other junior clubs. ~ 

‘One particular club in 
the 1979 season induced 
the coach, the manager 
and all the team to leave 
what had been their 
parent club. 

This season the same 
club has again taken the _ 
coach and most of the 
under-14 players and half 
of the under 15 players 
from the same junior 
club. 

As this particular club 
is not very. successful 
and doesn’t have the 
glamour of PSL status to 
attract young players, 
one must begin to won- 
der if maybe there is 
some substance in the 
many stories going 
around about promises 
of overseas __ trips, 
signing on bonuses and 
other ex-gratia paymen- 
ts, which would con- 
travene amateur status. 

1 feel the governing 
body of NSW must be 
made aware of this prac- 
tice. 

1 would like to see 
them rule that any club 
which does not run 
junior sides be banned 
from entering Youth 
League competition. 

This would ensure that 
the game of soccer for 
all kids under the age of 
16 remains a sport and 
does not get them in- 
volved in the wheeling 
and dealing of ruthless 
‘soccer clubs.
